Monopolistic control over 
business in America came under 
sharp attack from William 
Bennett, former Assistant 
State Attorney General, and a 
current member of the State 
Board of Equalization 

The gray-haired Bennett, who 
looks more like a Wall Street 
banker than a consumer 
champion that he is, is best 
known for his appeals to the 
U.S. Supreme Court to force the 
El Paso Natural Gas Company to 
break up its monopoly over gas 
pipelines in the Western States 
The case was so controversial 
that then State Attorney 
General Edmund Brown tried to 
remove him from his position 
within the department 

Most of his charges were aimed 
at the six so-called government 
regulatory agencies 

He says ‘‘Under both 
Democrats and Republicans they 
have been an arm of the 
industries they are to regulate, 
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The quality and form of 
education will be evaluated 
today at noon, in the Theatre 
Arts Building, by students with 
both positive and negative 
experiences with CSUS's 
Education Department.

(CARE). 

Some of the instances cited 
included such things as 
discrimination, deception, 
tenure, relevancy, academic 
freedom for students, and lack 
of communication for any 
effective means of grievance 
between faculty and student and 
faculty and department chair. 
The most recently stated 
grievance was by 4 professor 
who has been shuffle:' between 
the Dean and a department 
chairman. Told by one that a 
position needs to be filled and 
the other that no position exists 
The professor, a Chicano male,

was told additionally that he 
could not be interviewed until 
after the Ryan Act was checked 
to see if he was eligible. 

The Ryan Act does not go into 
effect until September of 1974. 

Another student concern is 
that there is no effective 
grievance procedure for students 
or un-tenured faculty. There is a 
committee in existance, which is 
delegated to hear grievances, the 
Educational Council. But most 
students are unaware that it ts 
there to serve them, anymore 
than that it serves them well 
One woman who servedon the 


committee said her term was 
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‘‘dominated by a policeman

Ever get an offer to buy a 
typewnter “real cheap?” If you 
have, and the bargain is the 
commodity of what seems to be 
a mysterious seller, chances are 
the item in question might be 
the rightful property of CSUS 
Thefts of office equipment, 
according to Campus Security 
Chief Clifford Sivil, are the most 
fr~quent mp-offs around the 
institution, surpassing even the 
frequency of bicycle thefts 

Sivil, along with officers Bob 
Jackson and Sam Houston, feels 
that generally equipment thefts 
are made by highly organized 
rings, the members 
masquerading as students. 
Frequently, the front man will 
scout out a building containing 
valuable goods, checking for 
unlocked doors and using cable 
and/or bolt-cutters to break the 
chains that keep the machines 
where they belong 

Later comes the aciual theft, 
with the goods being carted away 
to anywhere from the 
Roseville auction to buyers on 
the East coast 


Since the bike compounds have 
been instituted, Sivil reports that 
bicycle thefts have dropped to a 
new low. Bikers will be 


interested if knowing that only 
one bicycle has been reported 
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stolen from the fenced 
compound by the Music 
Building 

Campus Security is trying to 
negotiate furds from 


Administration in order to fence 
all bicycle compounds, but Sivil 
emphasized the fact that the 
best anti-theft measure is for all 
bicycle owners to register their 
vehicles 

Womens’ purses are another 
common target of thieves on 
campus, Although the shelves in 


women’s restrooms are a 
convenient place to set an 
armioad of books, coat, and 


purse, it’s a wise idea for women 
to carry their purses into the 
cubicles with them so a thief 
can't make off with it while they 
are momentarily ‘incapacitated’ 

Sivil related the case of a mass 
purse theft during the past 
summer session where one thief 
sat through the first half of a 2 
hour class and made off with a 
number of purses when the class 
left for a short break 


Although it isn’t likely, it 
wouldn't be a cool surprise to 
leave class and find only an 


empty, oil spotted space where 
you parked your car earlier. This 
isn't a common occurance, but, 
according to Sivil, an average of 
2 or 3 automobiles are stolen per

All in all, the Campus Security 
force feels that carelessness is 
the open invitation to theft, and, 
as is predictable apathy plays a 
large part on this campus insofar 
as the reporting of a witnessed 
crime goes. 

People generally don’t give a 
damn. 

Even though the Campus 
Security Office is open 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week, the 
CSUS populace doesn't make 
full use of it as would benefit 


students, faculty and 
administration alike 
Chief Sivil urges anyone 


witnessing or being the victim of 
any theft, no matter how small, 
to contact the Campus Security 
office. Innumerable books, keys, 
credit cards, and purses have 
been found and never claimed 
Many larger thefts could be 
prevented if someone would 
take the time to report any 
person or activity that looks 
suspicious

If you are a person who 
smokes, you may simply ignore 
this column, thinking that it is 


simply another one of my 
tirades against smoking. 
However, that is not the case. 


This column deals, | feel, with a 
far more’ important issue 
inidividual freedom vs. social 
coercion. The argument which 
perennially keeps popping up in 
favor of smoking is this: ‘Look, 
it’s a free country, isn't it? I can 
smoke if I want to 
Furthermore, this is a public 
place.” 

My position on the issue of 
smoking in public, admittedly, 1s 
such an extremist view that it 
often makes me decide nog to go 
to a concert, movie, or lecture 
because | have to balance in my 
mind, the expected pleasures 
against the probably discomforts 
which smokers will inflict upon 
my body. Nevertheless, | feel 
that I am justified in saying that 
[ have a right to demand that 
people sitting near me in a 
public place (and = indeed 
anywhere in a classroom which 
lacks any real cross-ventalation, 
short of open windows on both 
sides of the room and a gentle 
breeze) refrain from smoking, at 
least until they are outside or in 
the privacy of their own car or 
home 

I do not wish to force my 
morals on anyone else. When I 
ask someone to stop smoking, | 
have no power to say, “Stop 
smoking, or else..." What I hope 
for is that people will be 
considerate of my own 
convictions, and that their own 
conscience ‘if they have one) 
will prompt them to respect my 
wishes. What I usually do when I 
am in class, is to ask whoever is 
about to light up to please wait 
until after class if they want to 
smoke. [| usually try to say 
something before the cigarette 
has been lit, out of economic 
consideration for the smoker. I 
once smoked over a pack a day 
myself, so | know how expensive 


a habit it is. I do nog, however, 
have any qualms about asking 
someone to snuff out their 
cigarette even though they have 
only taken one or two drags. 
Even though the person sitting 
near me might not be the first or 
only one in the class who is 
smoking, I wil! still ask him or 
her to not smoke, as that person 
is the principal who is in 
flagrante delicto violating my 
basic right, as a living being, to 
breathe. But it is not enough to 
stop merely the person sitting 
next to me in class from 
smoking; when there are three, 
four, or even a dozen people in 
the room blowing billows of 
noxious poisons into the air. So 
I address myself to people who

Bomb Relatively Safe Compared to Power Plant

This is the second half of an 
article in reply to the claims by 
Mr. Anthony Mazy about the 
safety of nuclear power plants. 
One of the claims made by Mr. 
Mazy in his article was about the 
chances of a nuclear accident 
occuring in a nuclear power 
plant. The specific accident in 
question is the release of 
radiation in the event that the 
emergency cooling system is ever 
needed and does not function 
correctly. For reference, the 
AEC has admitted that the toll 
in such an accident, in a plant 30 
miles from a city of one million 
population, could be over 3000 
persons dead, and 40,000 
injured. The exact toll, of 
course, could vary widely, 
depending upon wind direction, 
the particular plant and how 
effective the cooling system does 
work; i.e., whether the 
meltdown is only partial or 
complete. 

Mr. Mazy tells the reader that 
“*projections indicate that if 
there were one thousand 
stations, instead of about thirty, 
there would exist the chance of 
one such accident in more than a 
century.” He asks the reader to 
believe this statement, without 
offering any evidence to suyport 
it.

Mr. Mazy, where did you get 
that figure? Did you pull it out 
of your head? Did you get it 
from the man from SMUD? If 
so, where did he get it? It ts easy 
and convenient for the utilities 
to use such a claim and to ask 
the public to believe them on 
faith, but it is irresponsible. 
Goffman and Tamplin point 
out: “We are told that the 
chances of such an accident 
occuring are extremely remote 
or negligible. That’s theory, not 
human experience. The chance 
might be one chance in ten, and 
we would not necessarily know 


it yet from our accumulated 
experience... 
*“*We have about 100 


reactor-years of experience — or 
some people claim 600~—but we 
would need about 100,000 
reactor-years of experience to 
assess Odds like one chance in 
200, if we plan 500 reactors in 
operation... 

“So far, we've been lucky with 
a few reactors. It seems that the 
utilities are telling us, “Look, we 
haven't killed anyone yet, so 
give us a chance... 

“If a nuclear accident is 
possible, and they tell us it is, 
then the chance of its happening 
sooner is just as great as of its 
happening later.” (Poisoned 
Power, p. 356) 

In addition, Dr. Ralph Lapp, 
former assistant director of the 
Argonne National Laboratory, 
spoke to the claim that the 
chances are only | in 10,000 at 
the recent AEC Bethesda 
hearings, on Jan. 27, 1972: 

‘‘Industry has accumulated 
about 100 reactor-years of 
experience with power reactors. 

“However, this experience has 
been primarily with reactors of 
modest power...for which 
emergency core cooling is less of 





a challenge than in the 500-800 
megawatt class, for which about 
a fifth of the experience applies. 
(Rancho Seco is 870 
megawatts.) 

“Of course, there is no 
experience with the 1,000 
megawatt and larger nuclear 
units. 

“If we reckon reactor 
experience in 1,000 megawatt 
units, then we have about 18 
reactor-years of record, ie. 18 


they would build no nuclear 
power plants if they had to 
stand fully liable for accidents.” 
(Ibid) 

The Price Anderson Act also 
stipulates that 80% of the $560 
million is made by the 
government, not by the utility 
responsible for building the 
plant. (Ibid) 

Senator Gravel continues, 
“Chet Holifield, now senior 
member of the Joint Committee

years of all reactors normalized 
to a 100. “The fact that there 
has been no major thermal 
emergency (Emergency Core 
Cooling accident or loss of 
coolant accident) in the past is 
of little statistical significance.” 
Congressional Record, Mar. 14, 
1972, p. 394] 

On the Price - Anderson Act, 
Mr. Mazy’s article reveals a 
misunderstanding. The purpose 
of the act was to limit liability 
for the industry. $560 million 
might sound like a lot of money, 
but it represents only 7 cents on 
the dollar for the potential 
damage that could occur by 
AEC’s own admission. 
(Congressional Record, July 20, 
1971, p. S. 11559) 

As U.S. Senator Mike Gravel 
(D-Alaska) states “When Price - 
Anderson was first passed and 
then renewed (1965), utility 
representatives testified that 





on Atomic Energy, opposed the 
Price- Anderson Act in 1957. 
Arguing against the Act on the 
House floor, he said: ‘Are you 
going to cover up with $500 
million worth of government 
money 4 catastrophe that would 
decimate the city of Detroit, 
that might wipe out a hundred 
thousand people, and injure 
other thousands genetically for 
all time, as well as contaminate 
the land for an undetermined 
length of time?” (Ibid) 
Although Holifield has now 
joined the ranks of those 
supporting such plants, the Price 
- Anderson act has not been 
repealed. The utilities claim that 
such accidents are impossible. In 
response to this Senator Gravel 
stated, when he introduced a bill 
to remove the $560 million limit 
to the liability “If it is no longer 
conceivable for nuclear power 
plants to have the disasterous 





radioactive releases which 
prompted the act in the first 
place, then the utilities won't 
miss the protection of the Act.” 
(Ibid). 

Senator Gravel introduced a 
bill to do just this in 1971. To 
check on whether or not the bill 
passed, I called Congressman 
John Moss’s office, and asked 
them to check for me. They 
investigated, and found that the 
Act is still in effect. The limit, as 
of today, Nov. 14, 1972, is $556 
million. The utilities still have 
the umbrella, and the public still 
has a maximum redress of 
possibly 7 cents on the dollar in 
case of an accident that damages 
their health or property. 

Mr. Mazy brought up the 
subject of the Savannah in an 
apparent attempt to prove the 
safety of nuclear plants. | do 
not see what the Savannah has 
to do with the subject at hand. 
The Savannah is a ship, with a 
much smaller reactor. | have not 
heard of controversy about the 
Savannah, as about land plants. 

We are talking about land based 
nuclear plants, which are much 
larger, and which have much 
more difficult problems of 
cooling. 

Finally, | was not aware that 
there were nuclear bombs at 
McClellan AFB, but yes, that 
concerns me also. However, | 
think we should keep our 
priorities in mind. First of all, I 
think we have a much greater 
chance of influencing our local 
utility company than the U.S. 
Air Force. More importantly, 
however, I think we should bear 
in mind the words of Edward 
Teller, “father” of the first 
H-bomb, who said that a nuclear 


bomb is a ‘‘relatively safe 
instrument’” compared with a 
(nuclear) power plant. 
(Environmental Action Bulletin, 
July 29, 1972, p. 4; available 
form: Rodale Press, 33 E. Minor 
St., Emmaus, Pa. 18049) (Copy 
also available in the 
Environmental Affairs Office of 
the CSUS Student Government. 


“Spawn On, Spawn On, Harvest Moon...”’

It's spawning time at the 
Nimbus Fish Hatchery. What 
began two to five years ago at 
the hatchery is being completed 
as the adult king salmon return 
for the last stage in its life cycle, 
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spawning. The yearly spawn for 
the king salmon begins in fate 
September and ends in 
February. 

Leaving the ocean where they 
have spent two or three years 
maturing, salmon migrate up 
rivers and their tributaries to 
spawning areas where the fertile 
females lay eggs. Shortly after 
the male fertilizes the eggs by 
excreeting milt (sperm) over 
them. The fry hatch and after a 
few months in the river migrate 
to the ocean to mature 

Since the construction of 
Folsom and Nimbus Dams much 
of the Upper American river has 
been cut off to spawning salmon 
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so artificial means were 
necessary. Artificial spawning 
happens during the regular 
season but instead of the 
spawning grounds the fish end 
up in the hatchery. There they 
are sorted, the ripe ones are kept 
the green ones are put back in 
the iiver. Some are not ripe 
when they arrive and are kept a 
short time until they are ready 
for spawning. 





Both males and females are 


killed to facilitate handling 


Since they die after they spawn, 


salmon’ eggs are taken from the 
female and put in pans were the 
male milt is squeezed over them. 
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These pans are then taken to the 
hatchery troughs where after 50 
to 60 days they hatch and are 
released later at the same time as 
the natural downstream 
migration 

Since 1955, the hatchery has, 
through more efficient handling, 
increased the yield of the yearly 
spawn. This is necessary to both 
the commercial and sport fishing 
interests. Sixty to seventy per 
cent of the commercial catch off 
the coast of California comes 
from the Hatchery as well as the 
average 90,000 sport catches. 

Located on Hazel Avenue off 
Highway 80, the Hatchery is 
open to the public except for 
some of the buildings where the 
hatching takes place. The 
Ladder, Holding pens and 
Raceways are open seven days a 
week to the public. November, 
the peak month, is a good time 
to visit 

So if you want to see this once 
a year thing and see the 
spawning visit the hatchery 
Thursdays. Spawning begins 
mornings at 8 o'clock and 
sametimes .ends late in the 
evening. vert at +

‘Film is the only real 
alternative for Chicanos’’, said 
Jose Camacho, Berkeley 


graduate and Stanford masters 
candidate. During his year at 
CSUS, he hopes to “turn on 
Chicanos to film” through his 
film making courses and quality 
Chicano films 

His efforts are divided between 
Communication Studies and 
Ethnic Studies. Among his 
Communication Studies courses 
is “Writing for Broadcast and 
Film” (124), in which students 
learn structure and form in 
media communications aimed at 
script writing 

Camacho feels more can be 
achieved if taken with his “Mass 
Media and the Chicano 
Community” (196C) course. In 
this class each student makes a 


three-to-five minute film, using 
his/her own script. 
Camacho said that students 


often write scripts but never see 
it develop; this is only half the 
job. It is a fulfilling experience 
to follow an idea until it is seen 
on the screen 

Camacho expained some of the 
reasons for the slow rise of 
Chicano films. Chicanos have 
“never had an opportunity to 
find out what it’s all about.’ 
This is because most film courses 
are in upper-class wealthy 
institutions. More schools need 
to provide the major source for 
exposing sutdents to film. 

It is much easier to obtain 
funds for institutionally-based 
films. Camacho said foundations 
are a major source of money. 
The procedure for acquiring 
funds begins with a proposal, 


making a case for the film 
including script and budget 
Foundatio:. view each case 


and decide on funding. 
Camacho has experienced this 
process through involvement in 
the Chicano Film Institute of 
San where he spends 
week-ends. The group has been 
in existence from three to four 
years. Still shots and slides were 
their first efforts until expanding 
to 16 mm film 

Recently the group 
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$5000 from Bicuitural 
Television. This is not much in 
terms of movie production, but 
will enable them to move 
beyond the previous five-minute 


shorts to a more developed 
half-hour length 
But, Chicano Film Institute 


aims higher than just developing 
more quality Chicano films 
They hope to establish a training 
ground for young Chicanos. A 
further goal is the creation of a 
“Black God and White Devil”,

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Camacho then discussed many 
Latin American film efforts. He 
feels it is important that people 
be aware of these efforts and the 
message they carry.

films has been limited by the 
same political prejudices 
experienced by their Latin 
American brothers. 

Film was the basis of the 
1960’s Cuban movement to 
eliminate illiteracy in their 
country. College students and 
professors left institutions for 
the jungle to teach. Backcountry 
people had never seen films, The 
fantastic response of the people 
viewing the film for the first 
time has been preserved on film 
along with such tender moments 
as a 65 year old man’s first 
attempt to write his name. 
1964 marked a super 
undertaking with the emergence 
of an independent radical 
Argentine group and their 
production of the three-part, 


five hour, “La Jora de los 
Hornes’’ (The Hour of the 
Furnace). Produced in Spanish 


with English subtitles, jt tops the 
list of film bests. 

Part I deals with Argentine 
neo-colonialism. It is an expose 
on the ruling class and the 
economic structure of the 
country. 

Part Il focusses on Juan Peron, 
taking a deep personal look at 
the policies he strove to 
institute. Attempts at 
nationalization of foreign 
interests and bolstering of the 
economy for independence are 
European colonizers. 

Revolutionary violence is 
shown in part III. It is a 
statement on the peasant rising 
and the emergence of the 
revolutionary movement. 

In Camacho’s opinion this 
marked the real emergence of 
Latin American film people. Hé 
said that the technical aspects 
are their own unique 
development 

Camacho values the idea that 
so much can be said in a film, 
that one has control and can say 
what one wants. Further, a film 
can be shown anywhere. Adding 
to the total effect for Chicanos 
is the fact that people must 
organize to show their films 
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Even if a cease fire were to 
come in Vietnam, the United 
States will continue to play a 
major role in Southeast Asia. 
That is the meaning of Henry 
Kissinger’s offer to provide 
economic aid to rebuild North 
and South Vietnam. 

In South Vietnam at least, the 
Americans will not simply drop 
the dollars from B-52’s; they will 
set up an agency to administer 
aid. In the political struggle 
following the cease fire, this 
agency will wield power and will 
use it to get what Washington 
wants. 

It’s an old story. The Marshall 
Plan backed France against Ho 
Chi Minh; direct aid after 1950 
built up American influence 
against the French. Aid after the 
Geneva Accords strengthened 
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“It's A Shining Future, 


Except For The Vietnamese 


Dinh Diem 
communists and 
non-communists alike. Even 
when American Gi's landed in 
force, refugee aid and rural 
development programs “the 
other war” helped Saigon 
against the Communists 
Nothing in the new agreements 
requires aid officials to use 
Washington’s money against 
Washington's friends 

Aid will also lend cover to less 
Savory activities. After 1954, 
refugee aid allowed the CIA to 
«nfiltrate sabotage teams into 
North Vietnam, while a 
Michigan State University aid 
program helped the CIA smuggle 
agents and arms into South 
Vietnam. Today the CIA uses 
foreign aid and Food for Peace 
to keep their secret army of 
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mountain tribesmen in Laos. It 
won't take a James Bond to find 
opportunities in the new 
programs 

Aid to North Vietnam will be 
different course. There 
Washington wi!l use its money in 
an attempt to strengthen the 
hand of those least interested in 
continuing the revolution 

But intrigue and power are 
only part of what Washington 
sees in the promise of foreign 
aid. In the latest Pacific 
Research, a political affairs 
newsletter, Banning Garrett 
analyzes American plans for the 
post-war development of 
Vietnam. Beginning with the 
study headed by former Atomic 
Energy chief David Lilienthal, 
which President Johnson 
commissioned in 1966, Garrett 
traces the evolution of American 
planning. Throughout, the plans 
suggest an unending burden for 


of 


the American taxpayer, 
boondoggles for American 
businessmen, plantation 
agriculture for Vietnam's 


economy and menial labor for 
the Vietnamese. 

“It’s a shining future, except 
for the Vietnamese,” says 
Garrett. “After 30 years of 
national revolution they can give 
up their nationalism, their land, 
their culture. The fortunate will 
find work on a plantation or in

But even more unnerving, in 
Garrett's account, is the 
enthusiasm of the American 
planners. 


‘“*‘Vietnam has not been 
destroyed by the war,” the 
Lilienthal study reported in 


1969. “Inceed, in some respects 
it has been strengthened: it is 
true that large numbers of its 
citizens have been displaced 
from their homes, but others 
have acquired new skills which 
will be vaiuable to the growing 
economy in the post-war period; 
it is true that serious damage has 
been done to some parts of the 
country’s infrastructure, notably 
the rvads, railroads, and a major 
power installation, but none of 
this is irreparable, it is in face 
being repaired, and other 
infrastructural facilities, 
particularly ports and airfields, 
have been expanded during the 
war to an extent which will be 
more than adequate for 
peacetime use. Vietnam has 
practically no foreign debt, and 
does have substantial reserves of 
foreign exchange. There are 
grounds for encouragement in 
these circumstances...”

In that 
particular situation, I simply 
declined debate, as that person 
was obviously too infantile to be 
swayed by reason. “And after 
all,’ | thought at the time, “why 
should I have to defend myself 
when it is he who is the one who 
stinks?” 

1 quite fully realize that I 
am an incorrigible purist in the 
discipline of deciding what I 
take into my body, and that not 
everybody can be as sensitive to 
the waste products of society as 


I am. If they were, the very 
foundations of civilization 
would crumble. After all, a 


certain amount of superfluous 
matter is to be expected in this 
world, and it is inevitable that 
since there is more than enough 
of everything to go around, 
people would spend their leisure 
thinking up new ways to 
brainwash people into 


subsidizing their artistic cigarette 
advertisements by buying their 
cigarettes. If everyone were as 
sensitive to bad air, bad water, 
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and bad food as I am, they 
would all want to move out into 
the country, and would never 
drive a car again. Where would 
we be then? I must admit, 
finally, that it is futile for me to 
try to advocate that the masses 
of people not smoke, for this 
would surely threaten the 
economic structure of a 
capitalistic society, and lead to 
its ultimate downfall.
